DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's amendments filed August 27, 2009. 
Claims 57-58, 63-74 are pending. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
unexpected results demonstrated in the declaration of Dr. Fricke filed August 27, 2009 
have been considered, and are found persuasive to withdraw the rejection under 35 
USC 103(a). Since the scope of the instant claims is reasonably commensurate with the 
showing. There is no new matter added by the amendments filed August 27, 2009 in 
view of the decision in In re Werthiem 191 USPQ90, at 96 (CCPA 1976). It is clear that 
the range of castor oil in the instant composition be within 40-45% which clearly 
supports the range of 40-42% also, since ipsis verbis is not a requirement under 35 
USC 112, first paragraph. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
